comprehends that the resulting loss of oredit,
of prestige, of honor, of power to command
money in perilons emergencies ealling for vast
outlay, would immensely ontweigh this ad-
vintage, rendering repudintion the worst
.»-.,mu:u‘ulion that ever rascality prompted,
Were the United States now to save one
thousand millions of dollars by paying off
their debt in greenbacks, the resulting loss
wonld 50 enormously outweigh the gain that
Listory wonld marvel that oredit was ever ex-
tended to 8 community of knaves who were
snch inconeeivable fools,

We do not fear the outright, lm.r'[:mlithu'l
repudiator. His intentions ure bad enough,
and he may do groat temporary barm; bat the
country will no more tolerate downright re-
pudiation than murder, because it cannob af-
ford to do s0.

But how inflnite, how ingenions are the de
vices of those who wonld lend our people
blindfold into the abyss ! We have just stum.
bled on n scheme artfully—that is, skulkingly
—propounded, to reach the end by debasing
our coinage to the level of onr greonbacks, by
enncting that two hundred grains of silver
shall constitute a dollur instead of two hun-
dred and eighty-five, which is the present
legal standard.  This, it is urged, wonld ena-
ble us to resnme at onece: whereas, it wonld
only romove the obstacle to resumption inter-
Imhvd by those who are in dobt, aud want to
poy as cheaply ns may be,

The coin wherewith to redecm our out-
standing demand-paper, whether bond or
greenbaek, would not be provided by this de-
bagsement of the standard; on the contrary,
months, if not yeuprs. would be required to
produce it, The dodge would simply amount
to n repudintion of vworsevenths of the face
of all private debts that fall due or are paid
after ;--w'r:u]-ti--:-_. Bnt the pressure to troat
prblie ereditors the sime s private wonld be
intensoe and foymidalsle: and those who know
how a dollar boeane equivalent to six shil-
lings in New Englund, seven aud sixpence in
Pennsylvania, eight shillings in New York,
efe., ete,, might plinsibly apprehend its sue-
vess. Indeed, the “*pound sterling’—which
wos originally a pound weight (Troy) of sil-
ver, but has been gradually reduced to less
than a fourth of that nmount, by the prac-
tices of bankrupt or knavish rolers—might
woll warn us to beware of the down-hill road
that stretehies in prospect before ns,

But there are thuse who profess to condemn
and even execrate repudintion who deprocate
the purchige of honds with the surplus fands
in the Treasury., I they wonld condescend to
tell us what they wounld have done that the
laws do 1ot forbid, we might better compre-
bend them, ‘e Treasury is not at liberty
to cancel and barm greenbacks; while the
logal tender act expressly commands *‘the
purchase or payment of one per centum’
of the entire public debt annually.  So munch
i8 beyond the rightful power of Congress,
being embodied in a pledge made fo the na-
tional ereditors as an inducement to trast
their country. Until that pledge has been
mide good to the last dota, we in-
sist thut the Government has no lawful
diseretion—it must purchiase bonds with the
coin collocted for duties on imports. I Qon-
gross hind not forbndden it te contract the
currency by caucelling and destroying green.
backs, it might have done that; as it 18, it can
do just one thing, and that is, convert the
aurplus gold into bouds and thus stop the
payment of intercst.  This it has been doing
ever since Mr. Bontwell became Secretary:
this we trust it will do, to the extent of one
hundred millions per snnnm, so long as
General Grant remains President, Shonld he
be once re-clected, he will thus have wiped
out a full third of the debt during his sight
years service as President; wud, hiving done
this, he might well afford to rest his fame as
a givilinn on that single fact. History could
not fail to do bim justice, while posterity
\\'UHI!I rise np to call him hlossed.

HOW TO SECURE CHEAP COAL,

The authoritative exposition of the ideas
and purposes of the Miners' Union, which we
published on Satorday, is of great interest,
and of some value in determining the canse
of the troubles in the anthrucite flelds of
Pennsylvanin, which, having become chronie,
have resulted in o permoanent and large ad.
vance in the price of conl.  So mach has heen
said on all sides of the 'l"“"‘ti"“i in dis-
pute, that little difficulty need now bae experi-
enco m arriving at just conelusions, which
will suggest a remedy for evils that are Prass-
ing heavily on the community.

Thechief cause of the disorganization of the
mining region i admitted to be over-produe-
tion, The vesult of s over-supplied mnrket
was f decline in ln‘i.'{:;-. ralnous to smull ope-
rators, who, puying heavy tolls tothe Reading
Rudlrond and other outlets from the :‘.'!cl'l.'ll}'nt'll.l
and Lebigh districts, were unable to compate
with the Lackawnunu companies owning their
lines of transportativn and thus combining
the profits of carriers and produeers. From
this unequal rivalry of capital sprung the 1o,
strike of the present senson, and the miners,
by whom and in whoss interests it was osten.
smibly condnoted, wero really but the ingidentals
of n.t.lespm'ult: strugele between olashing mon-
etary interests, ‘I'he Mivers' Union, with its
comphet organizalion, wis, perhaps, ancon-
seionsly the instruament of the small opera-
tors, and all its babble whont *'basis” and *‘ro-
striotion” wns but a plea in bar against the
corporations that were wble frow the mere
brute power of money to control the trade
and nndersell their rivals, The plain fucl was
that unless the market was depletod the Lacka.
wanna companies conld keep prices low, nnd
it is scarcely denied that the whole object of
the sgitation, which bas not yet censod, was
to corente an artificiedl sonrcity, and by thos
enbanging prices, enable the small operators
to hold their own with the greal corpora.
tions, )

And this erime ngainst consumers w}lll un-
doubtelly bBe repented whenever ciroim-.
stances. shull permit and exigenoies require.
Notwithstanding the boasts of the President
of the Miners’ Union, It is beyond _1.h¢: powear
of miging lubor to cotmposs the differenoes of
mining eapital, aud there can be no peroa-
nent pence or eontinnous production in the
anthracite fields until a balance of power 18

established betwean tho warring millions, or
one side or the other utterly ctushed. The
small operators must #o combine ad to eom-
pote on something like equal terms with the
Loaockawanna Companies. Above all, they
must provide cheaper outlets, and cense to
gorge the Reading Railrond with their
profits,

The publie insists that there shall be on-
during pacification npon some basis of the
conl region, so that the market shall cease to
be the prey of speculators.  With these great
flelds lying at the door the seaboard ix enti-
tled to chenp fuel. There {8 no good renson
why coal slionld ever be mors than BG per
ton in New York, but so lomg as the present
agitation continues the excessive prices now
extorted will be demmnded and olbitained.
Looking npon the matter in its economical
nspeocts, anh ignoring’ the humanitarian, the
public demsnd the application of any
remedy that promises to be effectual
It is something to consumers that the minar
ghall be fairly paid, and the small operators
wavoed from li]v maw of the anthracite Titans:
but they are apt to consider cheap eoal of
more consequence. So if these operators
onnnot eombine they must be swallowad by
their rivals, and peace established by the ab.
sorption of the anthracite fields by the fow
great corporations. There would, of ecourse,
be an outery sbout grinding mmm&wlin‘i; but
we believe that cheap fuel would be the re-
sult. With so many millions invested the
monopolies could only endure by the grentest
l)o.-a.-ai'lnh'- production; and the market being
cept overstocked, comparatively low prices
wonld be the inevitable consequence.

We do not advocate this elevation of the
great corporafions; we would rather seo a
combination of the Bchuylkill operators
aguinst them as better for the miners and
equally good for the consumer. DBut we do
demnnd in the public interest that the little
games of last year and this shall not be re-
peated at the expense of the people.
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PARAGUAYAN WALR — LATEST
I'ROM LOPEZ.

Howaver diversilied may be the opinions of
people regarding the character of the Pre-
sident of the republic of Paragnay, there ars
few who will deny that he is a man of pluck
and daring, fertile in resources and capable
of great endurance. For over fonr venrs has
he struggled against the formidable army of
the allies operating agninst Lim, and the
ability he has disployed, the bravery with
which he has fonght, and the strategy which
Lhe has invarinbly exhibited, entitle him to
rank with the greatest herved of modern days.
Driven from his capitul at Asuncion, beaten
on the Parann river, routed at Asenrra and at
Peribuby, and badly defeated al Curapaiti, he
still lives to continue the heht snd msintan
the il:\].-ln‘r'li--lu'g- of the fepublie.

The latest aceounts from the seat of war in-
form us that Lopez has strongly entrencheld
bimself in the Grand Cordillerns. His posi-
tion is deseribed ns being almost impregna-
ble, and, from present appesrances, hore will
ho remain until his army is sufliciently
strengthened to auain take the fleld and as-
sume the aggressive.  On the other hand the
announcement i8 mude that dissensions have
arisen in the allied army: and that the Argen.
tines were preparing fo dissolve their cove-
nant with the Brazilinng and depart for home,

If recent accounts prove trae, that the allies
are about to depart from Paraguay, leaving,
however, a small force at Asuncion for the
protection of the provisional government
there, their operntions for the last few years
against Lopez will result. in no advantages to
them. The man who for so long o period
conld withstand disastrons defeats and sustain
lokses enoupgh to strile dismny to the heart of
one less brave and dewmoralize followers far
less tenncions, and still exhibit as bold a front
us ever, will not remain active long, and be-
fore mony months pass it would not surprise
us if, with his army recuperated, he came
forth from his fastnesses in the mountains,
regeined his former positions, and compelled
the provisional government al .-\"-tlnv_imn =
which only a short time since declared Lopez
rn ontlaw- flee bhefore his victorious
mareh,

If Lopez is the inbhuwnan savage which he is
hy some represented to be, how is it that he is
ennblod to hold together his army, or how can
it be explained that the people, even in many
instonces the women, rally around his stand-
ard ¥ The allied armies bave traversed trinm-
phantly a large tract of Paraguasy, and have
offered great inducements to the people to
engage with them in their efforts ‘against
Lopez; yet we find not more than five hun-
dred Parngnayans are fighting with the Count
d'En, Aside from the alleged brutality of
Lopez, it is undeniable that the Paraguayan
chief is making a brave fight against over-
whelming odds for the maintenance of re-
publican principles, and afierce and stubborn
resistance against the encroachments of the
Bragzilian monarchy. That European govern-
ments should stand aloof and appear nncon-
cerned spoctators of the progress of events
in Sonth America is apparent. Brazil alone,
they think, can seltle the question. Bt
why the Awmerican republics should display
the same degree of apathy it is hard to say.
However, Lopez still lives, His position
to-day is said to be safe. The fight is not
yel ended, and how # will terminute is a
question the future alone will determine,
